The spring which has Just 
passed has m ade a recfrd for itself 
In the Capital pilgrimage book.

city expects that the "strangers who 
cothe to see" will not decrease m ate­ 
rially in num ber until July, when in­ 
tense heat lays its hand on the town. 
When congress is not in session most 
of the pilgrims to this shrine of the 
country, for such It seems to be, make 
the Smithsonian institution and the 
National museum their chief and first 
point of Interest. 
People who come 
to Washington seem to he confused 
conceriBng the two great institutions, 
one known as t.lie Mmithsonlan and 
the other as the National museum 
They tiiink they are one, which they 
are not, but nevertheless they are So 
closely associated that différentiation 
I» needless. 


Founded by Englishman 
Tlw* Smithsonian waa named for the 
Englishman, Jam es .Smithson, who in 
his will left all Ills money ‘ To the 
United States of America to found 
at W ashington, under the nam e of 
Smithsonian Institution, so establish­ 
ment for tlie increase and diffusion 
of knowledge among men. 
The Smithsonian Institution has su­ 
pervision over the National museum, 
l>ut the muséum is supported by money 
which 
congres* 
appropriate* 
every 
year for its maintenance. 
The fund 
which Smithson left for the institu­ 
tion named for him amounted to about 
half a million dollars. 
^ law of con­ 
gress w as passed years ago to au­ 
thorize a payment of d per cent in­ 
terest on this sum by tie* treasury. 
Gifts from 
American 
citizens 
have 
doubled tin* original fund. 
The National museum, which ia an- 
»1er the direction of the Smithsonian 
Institution, as lias been said, is sup­ 
ported by annual appropriations from 
congress 
The new building for hous­ 
ing the treasures of The National mu­ 
seum wa* erected comparatively re­ 
cently at a cost of nearly $4,18*0,01)0. 
T he building of the Smithsonian In­ 
stitution 
proper 
wa* erected 
many 
years ago. 
It is castle-like in appear­ 
ance and i« consflniCted of a brown 
gnnrifttont. 
It is afttd M* he a re­ 
production of some storied European 
Cftstle. 
It is a picturesque structure 
and instantly commands the eye * at­ 
tention. 
Various scientific expeditions to all 
parts of the world have'W en financed 
by the Smithsonian institution. 
Remarkable Collection. 
Under the roof of tin* National mu­ 
seum then* 1« displayed one of the 
most remarkable collections of eth­ 
nological,

writer was asked to prepare an ar­ 
ticle on the scope of the forthcoming 
collecting trip indm llng a list of the 
animals, m am m als and birds, that It 
was hoped might be found, collected, 
and brought back as gifts to the gov­ 
ernment. 
In preparing that article the writer 
was asked by Colonel Roosevelt, who 
then was in the last month of his ad­ 
ministration, to m ake it plain to the 
people of the United States that the
